REGAL  LILY 

Its  History  and  Future 

Introduced  into  America  during  1911  by  E.  H.  Wilson,  V,  M.  H. 

i  i  i 

N  MARCH,  1910,  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson,  or  “Chinese”  Wilson,  as  his 
friends  call  him,  left  Boston,  Mass.,  for  Europe.  He  crossed  Europe 
and  reached  Pekin,  China,  by  way  of  the  Trans-Siberian  Railway 
early  in  May.  From  Pekin  he  traveled  by  devious  routes  across  China 
to  Sungpang  Ting,  in  the  northern  part  of  China,  where  he  arrived 
the  end  of  August.  To  mysterious  Tibet  for  a  Lily — over  wild  mountains,  through  a 
country  peopled  mainly  by  strange  tribes — folk  of  unknown  origin,  there  in  narrow, 
semi-arid  valleys,  where  in  summer  the  heat  is  terrific,  in  winter  the  cold  intense, 
and  at  all  seasons  these  valleys  are  subject  to  sudden  and  violent  wind-storms 
against  which  neither  man  nor  beast  can  make  headway.  There,  in  the  most  un¬ 
likely  and  impossible  places,  he  went  for  the  Regal  Lily,  for  there  it  grows,  not  in 
twos  and  threes,  but  in  tens  of  thousands. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  have  some  six  thousand  bulbs  sent  out  during 
October,  after  which  the  return  journey  was  begun  to  Chengtu  Fu.

His  caravan  encountered  a  rock- 
slide,  something  very  common  in  that  region,  and  a  rock  broke  his  right  leg  in  two 
places.  His  chair  was  turned  over  and  into  the  river.  With  the  legs  of  his  camera 
tripod,  splints  were  made,  the  chair  salvaged,  and  the  men  started  again  on  their 
journey  to  Chengtu  Fu.  They  made  it  in  three  days,  three  agonizing  days  for  Mr. 
Wilson.  At  Chengtu  Fu  it  was  discovered  that  the  leg  had  become  infected,  but  after 
six  or  seven  weeks,  and  with  the  help  of  the  distinguished  French  Army  Surgeon, 
Dr.  Mouillac,  infection  was  stayed.  Mr.  Wilson’s  leg  is  now  crooked  and  about  an 
inch  short,  but  he  got  his  Regal  Lily  bulbs,  had  them  packed  in  clay  and  charcoal, 
and  shipped  at  silk  rates  to  Boston,  where  they  arrived  a  few  days  after  himself. 
It  was  a  big  price  to  pay  but  the  Regal  Lily  was  worth  it. 

Here  ends  the  wonderful  work  done  by  Mr.  Wilson,  but  the  work  of  the  American 
nurserymen  then  began.  It  was  hard  to  obtain  a  few  bulbs  for  propagating  at  first, 
and  it  took  a  number  of  years  of  building  up  stocks,  but  now  our  troubles  are  over 
also,  for  we  have  several  hundred  thousand  Regal  Lilies  in  all  sizes  growing  at 
Wayside  Gardens  where  in  June  the  air  is  filled  with  their  marvelous  fragrance.

CULTURE.  Plant  in  September,  October,  No¬ 
vember,  March,  and  April.  Fall  planting  is  preferred 
but  spring  planting  is  almost  as  good.  Set  bulbs  4 
to  5  inches  deep,  in  any  soil  not  too  wet,  either  in 
light  shade  between  plants  and  shrubs  or  in  full  sun 
in  the  border.  By  any  soil  we  mean  just  what  we  say.
